3L111 and Boss Kelly, Justice Field and Dan 
Voorhees have championed for so many 
years. They imagine the Ameiican people 
will take it for granted that he is a different 
kind of a Democrat. In this they delude 
themselves. He is one of them, or he 
would not have their confidence. It does 
not require the ability to see far Into a 
mill-stone to make I hat out. 
If the Demo- 


cratic party imagines tbat the objection to 
jiving it power is chiefly an objection to 
individuals In it, they have fallen into eiror. 
Some of its members ore more obnoxious 
persouajly than others, no doubt ; but the 
grand objection is to the character of the 
party as a party. That is something which 
cannot be glozed over by the presentation 
of such a candidate as Greeley or Hancock, 
The recoul of the Democratic party cannot 
be so easily hidden or disguised, 


George William Curtis spoke a true word 


when be said General Hancock merely 
represents his party, and the country does 
not trust the party. The party might have 
put forward a worse man as its representa- 
tive, but the character of the candidate is 
not the same thing as the character of the 
party. If elected, his advisers would be 
the very politicians whom the party did not 
dare present to the country for its judg- 
ment. His want of experience in civil 
affairs would make him more dependent 
upon them than another would be. They 
would be the power behind the tbione 
more powerful than tlio throne. The elec 
tion of Hancock means a Democratic ad- 
ministration with all tbat is implied in thai 
condition, and a Democratic administration 
which under the circumstances, the rea 
power being exeicised by men who will bi 
comparatively irresponsible would be mon 
offensive than if an intelligent aud tried 
statesman were at the head ol it. The rea 
issue is not between the t?;o men, Genera 
Hancock aud General Garfield, but betweei 
the Democratic party and tbs Republican 
party.—Boston Adcerliser.

Treatment of Sunstroke. 


Tbo heated term lias been unusually se- 


vere in its effect in New York tliis week. 
The board of health have caused the follow- 
ing circular to be distributed throughout 
that city :— 


The following roport of theSauitary Com- 


mittee of the board of Health upon sun- 
stroke is approved and published by the 
Board :— 


Sunstroke is caused by excessive heal, 


and especially if the weather is "muggy." 
It is more apt to occur ou the second, thiid 
or fourth day of a heated term than on tl e 
first. 
Loss of sleep, worry, excitement, 


close sleeping rooms, debility, abuse of stim 
ulents, predispose to it. It is more apt to 
attack those working iu the sun, and espe- 
cially between the houis of eleven o'clock iu 
the morning and four o'clock in the after- 
noun. 
On hot days wear thin clothing. 


Have as cool sleeping rooms as possible, 
Avoid loss of sleep and all unnecessary fa- 
tigue. If woiking indoors,andwhere thore is 
artificial heat—laundries, &c.—see that the 
room is well ventilated. If working in tbe 
sun wear a light hat (not black, as it ab- 
sorbs heat), straw, &c., and put inside of 
it on the head a wet cloth and a Iar»-e green 
leaf; frequently lift the hat from the head 
and see that tbe cloth is wet. Do not check 
perspiration, but drink what water you need 
to keep it up, as perspiration prevents the 
body from being overheated. Have when- 
ever possible, an additional shade, as a thin 
umbrella, when walking, a canvas or board 
cover when working in the sun. 
Wheu 


much fatigued do not go to work, but be 
excused from work, especially alter eleven 
o'clock in thu morning ou very hot days. If 
a feeling of fatigue, dizziness, headache or 
exhaustion occurs, cease work immediately, 
lie down in a sbady and cool place; apply 
cold cloths to and pour cold water over head 
and neck. If any one is overcome by the 
heat send immediately for the nearest good 
physician. While waiting for the physician 
give tbe person cool drinks of water or cold 
black tea or cold coflee, If able to swallow. 
If the skin is hot and dry sponge with or 
ponr cold water over the body and limbs, 
and apply to tho head pounded ice wrapped 
iu a towel or other cloth. If there is no ice 
at hand keep a cold cloth on the head aud 
pour cold water on it as well as on tbe body. 
If the person is pale, very faint and pulse 
feeble let him inhale ammonia for a few 
seconds or give him a teaspoonful of aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia ID"two tablespoun- 
fuls of water with a little sugar.
